The  Warden  announced  in  opening  that  he  had  called  this 
Special  Session  upon  a  requisition  signed  by  .many  members  of 
Council,  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  sale  of  Marsh  Lands 
and  any  other  important  business, — and  proceeded  to  read  the 
requisition  referred  to ; 

And  also  referred  in  feeling  terms  to  the  death  of  the  late  Mr. 
Hershey  since  the  last  Session  of  Council ; 

Also,  spoke  at  length  as  to  the  purpose  of  this  Special  Sebsion, 
namely,  the  sale  of  Marsh  Lands,  and  stated  that  every  considera- 
tion should  be  given  as  to  drainage,  and  other  matters  affecting  the 
purchasers  of  the  Marsh  Lands,  and  trusted  that  no  hasty  steps 
would  be  taken  which  would  be  regretted  in  the  future.

That  whereas  since  the  last  Session  of  this  Council,  it  has  been 
the  will  of  Divine  Providence  to  remove  from  our  midst  Edwin 
Hershey,  Esq.,  Reeve  of  the  Township  of  Bertie,  and  ex- Warden  of 
this  County,  while  in  the  prime  of  life  and  perfect  health  :  We,  as 
a  body,  desire  to  record  our  deep  sorrow  for  his  untimely  death, 
and  to  express  our  sense  of  the  severe  loss  thereby  sustained  by  the 
entire  County,  and  especially  by  the  municipality  which  he  so  long 
and  faithfully  represented  at  this  Council,  as  well  as  the  personal 
loss  sustained  by  every  member  of  this  Council,  feeling  that  in  the 
person  of  the  deceased  each  of  us  has  lost  a  valued  fi  iend,  and  the 
County  of  Welland  one  of  its  most  useful  and  able  citizens  ; 

And  this  Council  beg  leave  to  tender  to  the  bereaved  family 
their  warmest  sympathy  in  their  great  affliction  ; 

And  that  the  Clerk  of  this  Council  be  instructed  to  forward 
without  delay  a  copy  of  this  resolution,  with  the  corporate  seal  at- 
tached, to  the  deceased  gentleman's  sisters,  at  their  residence  in 
Bertie.

And  as  a  mark  of  the  estimation  in  which  he  was  held  by  his 
fellow  citizens,  he  was  elected  their  representative  in  the  old  Parlia- 
ment of  Canada.  The  County  is  indebted  to  him  for  many  valu- 
able services  ;  his  long  life  was  unselfish  and  devoted  always  to  the 
good  of  his  fellow  men.  Widely  known,  his  memory  will  be 
revered  by  all,  and  the  County  is  called  to  mourn  the  loss  of  one 
of  its  best  and  most  influential  inhabitants ;  And  this  Council  beg 
to  tender  to  the  bereaved  their  warmest  sympathy,  and  to  express 
their  sorrow  for  the  great  loss,  and  that  the  Clerk  be  instructed  to 
engross  this  resolution  in  the  minutes  of  this  Council.

E.  Furry,  Esq.,    Warden  : 

Dear  Sir, — 

There  is  on  Brown's  Tap  drain,  a  part  of  it  from  the  4th  con. 
north  to  the  railway,  where  there  were  some  five  fences  across 
some  time  ago  but  since  removed,  and  the  dirt  that  comes  from 
the  Marsh  stopped  there  and  formed  a  kind  of  a  dam,  which  stops 
the  water  greatly,  and  will  not  let  it  run  off ;  and  also  there  is  an- 
other place  in  the  centre  of  W.  J.  McCoppen's  farm,  where  he 
made  two  ditches,  one  opposite  each  other,  on  both  sides  of  the 
drain,  which  carries  the  dirt  into  and  forms  a  dam  across  the  drain, 
and  also  hinders  the  water  from  running  off.  If  these  two  places 
were  cleaned  out  the  water  would  run  off  faster.  The  Railway  Co. 
did  their  part  of  the  drain  splendid.
